WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Election day coming in this week put a damper on busi- 
ness, and as a consequence, trading has been quiet. There was 
always some little business going on, but any excuse seems to 
be sufficient for a holiday and the market may be said to have 
taken it eagerly this year. visit 

The point of greatest interest during the past week has been 
the publication of the statistics of the tomato pack in the Tri- 
States by that Association; or we should possibly rather say the 
surprise that these figures contained. In the first place the total 
pack was found to be larger than at first estimated or supposed, 
but the amount of goods on hand furnished an even greater 
surprise by their smallness. While it has been known that ship- 
ments of tomatoes from this section have been heavy ever since 
the season opened, it was not supposed such a large amount of 
them had changed hands. With a pack of tomatoes in the 
States of Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey approximating 
8,000,000 cases for the year 1909, the goods on hand do not 
amount to 4,000,000 on the same basis. In other words roughly, 
50 per cent. of the pack has gone out, and this leaves but 
another 50 per cent. for the wants of the next year to come. 
There is much food for thought in this situation, and it will be 
strange if the jobbers do not give it serious consideration, and 
after that show some action towards covering their future needs 
to a greater extent than at present is the case. The whole 
situation shows a decidedly stronger view, as we regard it, than 
was the case last week, when all was uncertainty and doubt. 

These statistics are said to be more complete and thorough 
than have ever before been gathered by the Tri-State Associa- 
tion, and they are regarded by the best posted men in the busi- 
ness as very near correct, as near as it is possible to get them. 
With half the pack already disposed of the question arises will 
the remaining 4,000,000 cases feed the country until the next 
pack is made? The country will have to get along on that 
amount, but it looks extremely doubtful that the country will 
get the goods at 6oc., the now prevailing price. It should cer- 
tainly not get them at that figure. 

The West is generally considered cleaned up on tomatoes, 
and it will therefore be this section that will have to stand the 
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brunt of demand. It is roughly figured that it takes a million 
cases of tomatoes a month to supply the country. How 
depleted the country was of tomatoes is shown in the fact that 
it has taken half the year’s pack to supply the depleted shelves 
of the grocers; and while these goods have not as yet been con- 
sumed, it still remains a fact that the whole year is ahead of us 
for this consumption; and even if there have been six millions 
of cases of tomatoes delivered, and figured upon the million case 
consumption a month that it will take six months to consume 
these deliveries, there will still remain another six months to be 
supplied, and but about four million cases to supply them. This 
shows a svarcity of supply over demand of about two millions 
of cases; or figured upon the four millions of cases now on hand, 
a shortage of 50 per cent. 


We can’t turn the wheel with the water that has passed, 
but if a proper tax is not put upon the balance of the water, 
with which the wheel will have to be turned, it will be the fault 
of the canners and nobody else’s. 


It reveals a condition to which we have referred on a num- 
ber of occasions, and that is that the retailers and the jobbers 
had allowed themselves to get down so low on their supplies of 
canned tomatoes that when they did come into the market they 
made a big hole in the supplies. Now that they have gotten 
their goods, and at prices that spelled a loss to the canners, the 
truth of our saying has come home to them. The jobbers and 
the grocers have stocked up, and they will be content for a few 
months, and will refuse to take interest in the tomato market, 
no matter where it goes. But they will have to come back 
again, and again, and the holders should be ready for them this 
time, and get their profits. 

There is not a change to be noted in any of the market quo- 
tations. Corn is holding firmly to its prices, and gives evidence 
of moving up if it moves at all. 

Peas are easy and demand light for them. The cheaper 
grades are becoming scarce from continual buying of this class, 
and gradyally more attention will be paid the bettér grades. 

Peaches are firm and in fairly good demand, but this article 
will undoubtedly improve as the year grows older. The pack 
of peaches this season was light, and when the condition of job- 
bers’ warehouses and retailers’ shelves is taken into considera- 
tion it will be seen there is due considerable buying in this line 
before the new year comes in. 

The week has been rather too warm for oysters, and the 
season has not as yet set in full blast. With the coming of 
steady cold weather, this line will take on added activity, but it 
is not expected the pack this year will be a heavy one. 

Canners’ metals show no change and very little of interest. 


Packers Enter Canning Business. 

Salisbury, Md.—Armour & Co., meat packers, of Chicago, 
have decided to enter the canning field in Wicomico County. 
C. B. Houston, of the purchasing department, has looked over 
the ground and has decided to locate an experimental plant at 
Fruitland for next year for preserving strawberries, and his 
concern will contract for $200,000 worth of fruit. If the experi- 
ment is a success the company will establish in Salisbury a large 
plant for the preserving of strawberries, raspberries, blackberries 
and other small fruit. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’ 


CuHIcAGo, November 3, 1909. 


The October Distribution.—Figures show that the dis- 
tribution of canned goods for October in Chicago was the heav- 
iest of any one month in the commercial history of this city, and 
November will rival that record, as the goods sold to the retail- 
ers have not been more than half delivered, so it is estimated. 
Deliveries are earlier than usual this year, but it is very unusual 
for such a heavy proportion of canned goods futures to be de- 
livered before November 1. 


It should be realized in support of this assertion that not 
more than half the deliveries have been made, that salmon, 
string beans, Maine corn, fancy and extra standard tomatoes, 
all peaches, pears and plums, pineapple from Hawaii, pumpkin, 

ibeets, kraut, lima beans, apples and many other articles are just 
now beginning to arrive freely and to be prepared for delivery. 


Tomatoes Active.—The demand for canned tomatoes is 
brisk from the retail trade, and dealers who have surplus funds 
are investing freely in them, believing that they are lower than 
they will be in the near future. Jobbers on the contrary are 
buying but sparingly, and only to meet the demands that are 
made upon them by retailers. 


There is no change in the price of tomatoes, either from 
the East or of the Western pack from last week, though Indiana 
packers are showing more disposition to meet the market. 


Canned Apples.—Michigan packers have begun to ship 
canned apples, and the first shipments are now due, packed from 
late varieties of apples. The quality is not yet known, as no 
shipments have arrived. The price of No. 10 apples is still firm 
and unyielding, and neither New York or Michigan packers are 
urging any goods upon the market. 


Canned Peas.—Deliveries have been completed, about, and 
but little really.fancy stock is in the hands of packers. Neither 
are cheaper grades being urged upon buyers, as packers seem 
to possess great confidence in the future of the market. There 
being but little stock in first hands, prices are nominal. 


Canned Corn.—Qualities of fancy Maine corn have not yet 
been tested here, as no shipments have arrived. The Burnham 
& Morrill Co. has in transit a heavy shipment of tkeir Paris 
brand of fancy Maine corn which Will arrive this week, and it 
comes upon a market that has been absolutely bare of that brand 
for at least thirty days. The price of the brand has advanced 
sharply. It was sold by jobbers to the retail trade for $1.02% 
to $1.05 for future delivery when packed, but a sale was made 
today of several hundred cases by one jobbing house to another 
at $1.09 per dozen f.o.b. Chicago. 


The quality of western packed corn is superb this year, and 
our market must rely upon Mlinois, Indiana and Ohio, as Iowa 
will not be able to reach us. In fact but little Iowa corn has 
been sold in Chicago for several years past, as the packers of 
that State can get better prices for their product in shipping it 
West and South and Northwest.

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Canned Salmon.—The price of canned salmon is lower 
here between jobbers than any other market in the country. I 
note sales between jobbers of fancy new Red Alaska 1-lb. talls 
at $1.37% and $1.40 Chicago, and some sales of %4-lb. fancy 
sockeye salmon this week in 100 case lots at $1.15 Chicago. 

These prices are inconsistent with conditions and must ad- 
vance in a few days, as stocks here are quite small. 

American Sardines.—Prices have taken another little 
turn toward the top, and this week an advance of about ten cents 
a case on quarter-oil sardines has been established. 

Stocks in Chicago are quite considerable, however, and 
holders of surplus lots are keeping the market from advancing 
by a pressure to sell. 

The Outlook.—Everyone seems to have great confidence 
in the future of canned goods prices. Meat, dried fruits, wheat 
and all food supplies are dear and canned goods are compara- 
tively very, very cheap. 

Retail merchants admit that prices of canned goods are very 
cheap, but they are pursuing an unusual policy. They are not 
reducing their retail prices of 10, 15, 20 and 25 cents per can to 
the consumers, but they are trying hard to maintain those stand- 
ard prices by careful selection to give consumers better 
value for their money than ever before. Quality tells this year 
and sloppy packed goods are taking a back seat.

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NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, November 3.—In general market conditions 
have not changed materially since last week, though the holi- 
day, or election day, interfered somewhat with business during 
the opening. A considerable number of the important factors 
took advantage of the warm weather to stay away and either 
visit some golf grounds or go automobiling. Such warm wea- 
ther at this season can scarcely be remembered, but there has 
been, notwithstanding that, a fair degree of activity. Business 
has been done all through the week in a small way, perhaps, 
with here and there offers of sufficient magnitude to create the 
impression that business is on the upward turn. But these lib- 
eral orders proved to be the exception rather than the rule, and 
in instances there was a falling off in the movement and in in- 
quiries. Holders seem likely to retain their firmness, demand- 
ing full outside values, excepting under certain conditions. 


Perhaps if they can dispose of lots sufficiently large to make it. 


worth while they will sell for a slight reduction, but in the main 
the proposition remains unchanged from previous reports. 
Tomatoes.—The market is still unsettled, with prices as 
low as 5734c. regular terms f.o.b. factory in some instances, 
though it is openly charged that goods at these figures are not 
up to full standard, and the prices represents the actual condi- 
tion. There is a range from this figure all the way up to 7oc., 
which is asked by some packers for special brands. It is, there- 
fore, somewhat difficult to determine exactly where the market 
may be and why it remains as it is. Unquestionably there is a 
great accumulation of govds which are more or less below actual 


standard, and the packers of these goods are obliged to sell them 
to obtain money with which to carry on their operations. Con- 
sequently shading of prices isa common occurrence. The bet- 
ter grades are held at 60c., with few offering to shade that 
figure, and 6234c. asked is not common, though it is probably 
not paid in many instances. The total pack is still in doubt, 
but those in position to know assert that it is quite up to the 
average, and unquestionably this belief, which seems to be gain- 
ing ground, is partially responsible for the attitude of many 
buyers who obstinately refuse to place orders excepting for cur- 
rent requirements. 

Corn.—The market has nut changed materially since last 
reports. The different varieties are showing increased scarcity, 
and sales are made in a somewhat restricted fashion. Maine 
fancy is scarce, and holders are no longer offering it, excepting 
in relatively small quantities. Standards unchanged. South- 
ern Maine style is held firmly up to former quotations and busi- 
ness is done in small lots only. Western stock is held with 
more firmness, but there has been little movement of late, ex- 
cepting what was needed for immediate delivery. New York 
State goods are held firm, with an upward tendency to prices, 
because of the shortage in the total pack. The total output is 
evariously estimated, but according to the best obtainable advices 
the pack will fall at least 50 per cent. below the average. It 
varies from 70 per cent. in some places to 20 per cent. in others, 
and the average is said to be not far from 50 percent. It looks 
as though the pack will be easily cleaned up, and sales will be 
made at high prices as the season advances. 

Peas.—Not much difference is noted in the market. . Good 
stock at 65c. or less would go well, but it is difficult to obtain, 
and it becomes necessary to bring about some means of attract- 
ing attention to the other grades. The feeling in the market 
remains about as it was. Standard and better grades are quiet, 
though here and there a dealer takes hold and buys a consider-

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able quantity. Business is done in small lots chiefly, though it 
might be more active if buyers would pay the prices asked for 
goods. 

Spinach.—The fall pack is scarce in the South and the tend- 
ency of prices is strongly upward. Most buyers are searching 
for stock with a good deal of eagerness, but are not finding it as 
liberally as they hoped for. 

Salmon. The situation has not changed during the week. 
A cargo of some 25,000 cases is due, which is expected to relieve 
the situation here somewhat, but it will do little toward benefit- 
ing the general market since it comes to purchasers. largely. 
Very few are able to obtain anything unless they had previously 
placed orders. Red Alaska talls are held at full outside prices, 
which range up to $1.47% in some instances, but $1.45 is about 
all most of them ask. Chinooks are firm and scarce, with buy- 
ers unable to secure any considerable quantity. Sockeye is 
held firmly up to quotations and holders are firm in their views, 
demanding full outside quotations in all instances and refusing 
to sell, excepting in small quantities. 

Sardines.—The market is unchanged. Holders are firm in 
their views, but business is quiet and few show any interest 
beyond satisfying their present requirements. 

Oysters.—The market is firm with an upward tendency 
noted in most instances. Holders are demanding full outside 
figures, owing to the destruction of the Gulf packing plants and 
the burying of the beds beneath many feet of mud and debris. 

Fruits.—The market is steady, though movement is light 
and sales are limited to actual requirements. Nearly all holders 
insist upon full prices, leaving little opportunity for leeway in 
that respect. Hupson. 


Geo. W. Moore Dead. 


The grim reaper has added another notable man to his 
already long list this year, this time it being Mr. George W. 
Moore, one of the oldest canners and best known men in the 
business. 

Born on the Eastern Shore, at Dame’s Quarter, Md., on 
_November 11th, 1842, Mr. Moore moved with his family to 
Annapolis, Md., where he engaged in business for a score of 
years, and later came to Baltimore, where he formed a partner- 
ship with James H. Brady, under the name of Moore & Brady. 
For years this firm has been well known among the leading 
canned goods packing firms of the country. In recent years the 
firm was incorporated under the name of The Moore & Brady 
Company, and Mr. Moore was President of this at the time of 


his death. Mr. Moore was among the founders of the Canned 
Goods Exchange, became its President for several terms, and 
upon the formation of the original National Canners’ Associa- 
tion, was elected President of the National body. ‘This latter 
body existed only a few. years, being really ahead of its time, 
but it is to be noted that the principles upon which it was 
founded are now being worked out in our present National Can- 
ners’ Association. 

Mr. Moore was an authority on the oyster question, and at 
the time of the passage of the Maryland Oyster Law he was a 
member of the Maryland State Legislature, and he worked hard 
at that time in the interests of the oyster canners of Baltimore. 

Mr. Moore had suffered for years from a hardening of the 
arteries, aud only a short time ago was taken to St. Agnes’ 
Hospital in the hope that he might be relieved. He died there 
on Monday morning at 3 o’clock, November 1. 

Mr. Moore was married twice, his first wife being Miss Lula 
Evans of Annapolis, Md., and he is survived by three sons from 
this marriage. His second wife was Miss Alice, May Brown, 
by whom he had three daughters and one son, all of whom sur- 
vive him. These are Mrs. Geo. D. Iverson, the Misses Carolyn 
and Katharine Moore, and Messrs. Carson, George W. Jr., 
Brady and Harry Moore. 

The funeral took place from his late residence, 1806 Eutaw 
Place, the honorary pallbearers being Mr. John C. Black, 
Clayton Cannon, James W. Denny, Henry Dreyer, William G. 
Daugherty, Joseph H. Smith, John Beatty and O. S. Rhodes. 
The active pallbearers were Messrs. James H. Brady, Jr., George 
Moore Brady, Thomas L. North, Jr., Paul Masson, Mr. Golds- 
borough and C. Raymond Owens. 

The Canned Goods Exchange had a special delegation in

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., October 30, 1909. 

During the past week there has been but little business 
done by canned goods interests in San Francisco, owing to the 
fact that the Potola Festival has occupied the attention of all 
for five consecutive days, and only work of an urgent nature 
has been done. The Festival was an immense success, with 
perfect weather, immense crowds and a program of entertain- 
ment that reflects much credit upon the committee in charge. 
The advertising that San Francisco has secured through the fete 
will be of material benefit to commercial interests, and the hold- 
ing of the celebration has been the means of bringing fully a 
million strangers within the gates of the city, and the impres- 
sions that they carry away with them will doubtless be favora- 
ble to local interests. The great success of the festival has 
called for an annual event of this kind and plans are being made 
to form a permanent organization for Portola celebration. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association took advantage 
of the great parade last Thursday to make a striking exhibit of 
their cannéd goods and made a feature of its Del Monte brand. 
An immense can, showing this well-known label, was mounted 
on a truck, while walking beside the main exhibit were men 
dressed as tomatoes, pears, etc. The exhibit was one of the 
most novel of any of the industrial exhibits. 

The condition of the canned goods market in general can be 
judged to a fair degree by the export movement from San Fran- 
cisco. During the month of September there was shipped by 
sea from this port a total of 480,963 cases of canned goods ex- 


clusive of salmon. In September, 1907, the exports were 115,- 
500 cases, against 140,968 cases in 1906, 196,617 cases in 1905, 
and 252,232 cases in 1904. The exports to the United Kingdom 
last month were 359,310 cases of fruits, and 4,070 cases of vege- 
tables as against 132,647 cases of fruits and 3,203 cases of vege- 
tables last year during the corresponding month. Salmon ship- 
ments continue to be very heavy,.and the indications are that 
about as much of this canned article will be shipped from the 
Coast this month as there were last. The steamer Hynford left 
for Australia this week with a cargo of 50,000 cases of salmon 
and other large shipments are being prepared for that country. 
The steamer Aztec that leaves this week for New York will 
carry 15,000 cases of salmon and 15,000 cases of canned fruits. 
From the Northwest large shipments are now going forward, 
and last week one of the largest cargoes of canned salmon that 
ever went out of Puget Sound was started for New York. The 
shipment consisted of 145,000 cases, principally Alaska salmon, 
and of the total 105,000 cases were loaded at Tacoma. There is 
but little buying of canned salmon on the Coast at the present 
time, owing to the fact that Alaska red salmon is practically all 
disposed of, and many firms do not care to sell any more sock- 
eye salmon. The light pack of the latter fish has caused Eng- 
lish interests to purchase very heavily in the United States 
markets, and at the present rate of sales but little fish will be 
carried over to help supply the demand next year when a light 
pack is expected. The great problem at the present time is to 
get rid of the pack of pink salmon. While the demand for this 
fish is increasing it is still very disappointing, especially in the 
line of foreign demand, and packers are coming to the conclu- 
sion that an educational campagin for the people of this country 
is needed to encourage the use of this fish. Many people have 
decidedly erroneous ideas in regard to the value of this fish, and 
could they be induced to try it a much more extended use of 
pink salmon would no doubt be the result. Grocers could do

Practically all of the Alaskan pack of canned salmon: that 
is to be brought to this port is now here. The last vessel of 
the season of the Alaska Packers’ Association has just arrived 
with the balance of the pack of that concern. The ship Star of 
Scotland brought the largest single shipment of salmon that has 
reached port this year, bringing down 99,025 cases. A heavy 
gale was experienced on the trip down and for a time the ship 
was in grave danger of being destroyed. 

The North Alaska Salmon Company is making preparations 
for next season’s operations, and its boats are now being thor- 
oughly overhauled. Two large gasoline launches are now being 
built, and the schooner Expansion is being lengthened by more 
than twenty-four feet. 

Dog and silver salmon are now running heavily in the 
streams of the Northwest, and at Gray’s Harbor a heavy run of 
black salmon is now in progress. The season for dog and silver 
salmon lasts until November 25, and from then until Decem- 
ber 25 there is a closed season, after which steelheads are the 
principal fish taken. 

It is reported in this city that James W. Cook, of Portland, 
Ore., is planning to retire from the salmon packing business, 
and that his extensive interests will shortly be placed on sale. 
His properties embrace modern canneries at Port Townsend, 
Blaine and along the Columbia river. Mr. Cook is one of the 
pioneer packers on the Columbia. 

A few days of fine, warm weather has brought a larger 
quantity of tomatoes to the canneries than was expected, but 
this run lasted for but a few days, and foggy weather is ruling 
again. Within a short time frosts are to be expected, and the 
packing of tomatoes may be regarded as being practically at an 
end now. The demand has been quite heavy of late, especially 


for immediate shipment, owing to the coming on of winter in 
the mountain districts, and the necessity of getting supplies to 
the lumbering and mining camps before snowfall. 

There is also a marked increase in the demand for canned 
corn for this same reason, and wholesalers have but light stocks 
here at the present time. 

The California pea pack has not been sufficient this year to 
fill the demand that has been created for Coast packed goods, 
and larger supplies than formerly are being brought from the 
East. A few brands of the local product are still in packers’ 
hands, but stocks are very limited. 

The run of sardines in the Bay of Monterey is very disap- 
pointing, and a light pack is being put up.

Sockeye Salmon Higher. 


With the Puget Sound salmon packers holding practically 
all the red salmon still in first hands, they have advanced prices 
40 cents a case all around. The price on talls has advanced to 
$1.45, and on flats to $1.60. Half-pound flats have advanced 
to $1.05. Both packers and brokers declare that red Alaska is 
all out of first hands. Jobbers state that the demand from re- 
tailers has been so heavy as to make big inroads in their stocks. 

With red Alaska stocks out of the way and Sound packers in- 
different about selling the rest of their pack this year, interest 
of the trade centers in the pink fish, of which the supply is 
heavier than expected before packing operations commenced. 
E B. Demming in a recent interview in New York estimated 
the pack of pinks for the season on the Sound at about 300,000 
cases. This estimate is held by packers to be pretty close to 
the exact figures. While no definite count of the Alaska pack 
of pinks is yet announced, estimates run all the way from 500,- 
000 to 800,000 cases. 

Pinks are at present quoted at 60 cents.—SEATTLE Post.

SHELLFISH. 

The Department has investigated the preparation and ship- 
ment of oysters, clams, and other. shellfish. A public hearing 
on this subject was held by the Board of Foodand Drug Inspec- 
tion on May 20, 1909. At this hearing, growers, packers, deal- 
ers, and the public were afforded an opportunity to be heard. 

It is unlawful to ship or to sell in interstate commerce oys- 
ters or other shellfish taken from insanitary or polluted beds. 
The pollution of oysters with sewage can readily be detected by 
bacteriological examination, and such polluted oysters or other 
shellfish are adulterated under section 7 of the Food and Drugs 
Act of June 30, 1906, in that they contain an added ‘‘poisonous 
or other added deleterious ingredient which may render such 
article injurious to health.’’ 

Such articles are likewise adulterated under section 7, in 
the case of foods because they consist ‘‘in whole or in part of a 
filthy, decomposed, or putrid animal or vegetable substance.’’ 


It is unlawful to ship or to sell in interstate commerce _ 


oysters or other shellfish which have become polluted because 
of packing under insanitary conditions or being placed in un- 
clean receptacles. In order to prevent pollution during the 
packing or shipment of oysters, it is necessary to give proper 
attention to the sanitary condition of the establishment in which 
they are packed and to use only receptacles which have been 
thoroughly cleansed as soon as emptied. In order to prevent 
the possibility of contamination, it is desirable that such con- 
tainers be sterilized before using. 

It is unlawful to ship or to sell in interstate commerce 
oysters or other shellfish which have been subjected to ‘‘float- 
ing’’ or ‘‘drinking’’ in brackish water, or water containing less 
salt than that in which they are grown: Such food is adul- 


terated under Section 7 of the law because a substance ‘‘has 
been mixed and packed with it so as to reduce or lower or in- 
juriously affect its quality or strength.’’ There can be no 
objection to ‘‘drinking’’ shellfish in unpolluted water of the 
same salt content as that from which they have been removed. 
Attention is called, however, to the dangers resulting from 
‘‘drinking’’ shellfish near polluted fresh water streams and near 
other sources of pollution. 

It is unlawful to ship or to sell in interstate commerce 
shucked oysters to which water has been added, either directly 
or in the form of melted ice. Such food is adulterated under 
Section 7 of the act because a ‘‘substance has been mixed and 
packed with it so as to reduce or lower or injuriously affect its 
quality or strength,’’ and also because a ‘‘substance has been 
substituted wholly or in part for the article.’’ 

The packing of shellfish with ice in contact may lead to the 
absorption by the oyster of a portion of the water formed by 
the melting ice, thus leading to the adulteration of the oysters 
with water. 

Only unpolluted cold or iced water should be employed in 


_washing shucked shellfish, and the washing, including chilling, 


should not continue longer than the minimum time necessary 
for cleaning and chilling. 

In view of the fact that the shipping season has begun and 
shippers will require several months to provide themselves with 
suitable containers for the shipment of shellfish out of contact 
with ice, no prosecutions will be recommended prior to May 1, 
1910, for the shipment or sale in interstate commerce of oysters 
or other shellfish because of the addition of water caused solely 
by shipment in contact with ice.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The pack of tomatoes in the Tri-State Association looked 
large—until the goods on hand were considered. 


On paper the statistical position of tomatoes, as shown by 
this Association, looks very strong. Here’s hoping for a full 
realization of this condition by the jobbers, and for ‘‘more 
power to ye tomatoes.”’ 


Secretary Dashiell says there is no reason whatever for 
goods (tomatoes) being sold at prevailing prices, 60c , UNLESS 
IT BE IGNORANCE OF THE SITUATION. He should 
have added ‘‘on the part of the canners.”’ 


You have struck the key-note there, Mr. Dashiell. It is 
the rock of ignorance that wrecks most canned goods situations, 
and particularly tomato prices and profits. And now some one 
will hurl the accusation at us, ‘‘Why does not THE TRADE 
inform them—dispel this ignorance ?’’ 


And all we will answer is ‘‘What’s the use ?’’ The greatest 
use in the canned goods world, at least, if these canners could 
be informed; if their ignorance could be turned into knowledge. 
But what’s the use of trying ? 


The very men who sell canned tomatoes at 6oc. will read 
what we have to say of the market and its prospects; will read 
such absolute information as is found in the figures given by the 
Tri-State Association, showing, as they do, that there is but a 
comparatively small amount of goods to supply the market for 
awhole year. They will realize that their holdings are worth 


more than now offered and resolve to hold them—until some 
buyer or his representative comes along and says THE TRADE is 
talking through its hat; that Mr. Dashiell is dreaming, that the 
reason the nights are dark and there is no moon to be seen is 
because the stocks of canned tomatoes in canners’ hands are so 
immense that the moon is blotted out from sight—then he sells. 


And he sells at the present market price; sells because he is 
told that if he does not sell, the buyer will take Tom Jones’ or 
Bill Brown’s, which he can get at 2%c. under the price he is 
offering. Any little excuse from a buyer sets at naught the 
most painstaking study of market conditions; the incontrovert- 
able evidence of figures or any other reasons given by any dis- 
interested party. 


We are not the only ones trying to instill into the holders 
of tomatoes some little regard for their product. There area 
lot of canners’ supply men, who like ourselves, have not a 
dollar’s worth of stock of canned goods of any kind, and there- 
fore have no axe to grind—who use their best efforts to show 
canners that their tomatoes should and will bring better prices. 
These men merely wish to see the canners make a profit on their 
labor; they believe that the canner is entitled to a profit, and 
that is why they speak. 


Of course it cannot be denied that there are many tomato 
canners, small ones, of course, who have their factories way 
back in the woods, who stay back in the woods actually and as 
far as market conditions are concerned; who neither seek nor 
apparently desire information, and who sell to the first bidder. 
Unfortunately there are enough of these canners to have a de- 
cided influence on the market prices on tomatoes, and after all 
it is they who are causing the present trouble. 


It seems hard to admit in this 20th century that there are 
men in business—one of the greatest businesses the world ever 
saw—so far behind all modern ideas of progressiveness as these, 
but it is a fact; and to those who have travelled the country 
over, visiting canners wherever found, there is no mystery 
about the difficulty of maintaining market prices, or of securing 
concerted action on aly proposition. To the knowing ones the 
reason is perfectly plain. 


It is a difficult proposition and a discouraging one to those 
progressive canners having large, splendidly equipped factories, 
and big investnients in their enterprises; but it is by no means 
impossible. Every year a few of these ancient and honorable 
members are lead out of their retirement into the broad light of 
the present time; achance shot breaks through the wall of 
oblivion surrounding them, and curiosity impels them to ven- 
ture forth. 

If you wish evidence of the antiquity of some of these can- 
ners, merely mention in their presence the name of a competitor 
canner and you will see the rancor struggle and break forth in 
a steady stream of vituperation, personally often, but always 
regarding the goods and the factory that produces them. Mod- 
ern business has discarded this objectionable feature long since, 
because the modern business man ‘knows that in damning his 
competitor or the goods that he is advertising him, and that 
some of the mud he is slinging is liable to bespatter his own 
clothes and not look well.

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Many Exhibit At Pure-Food Show. 


The first annual pure-food exposition, held under the 
auspices of the Maryland Wholesale Grocers’ Association in the 
Lyric Theatre, from October 25 to November 6, is being well 
received. Nearly all the booths in the building have been taken, 
and it is expected that the exposition will eclipse any ever held 
in this country. 


Though held under the patronage of the Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association, none of the grocers have exhibits at the exposition, 
the exhibiting being restricted to the manufacturers of | pure- 
food products and household furnishings. At this exposition 
the Maryland Wholesale Grocers’ Association endeavored to 
bring together the buyers and sellers of all kinds uf food products 
and housefurnishing supplies and to furnish a central market 
where the different articles of trade could be demonstrated to the 
retail trade and the housewives at the same time. 


The exposition opened on the evening of October 25 with 
an address by Mayor Mahool. Governor Crothers had been in- 
vited to attend. Three hundred thousand tickets for the expo- 
sition wére distributed to the retail grocers throughout the 
city and neighboring towns. The management of the exposition 
arranged to have at the exposition each afternoon and evening 
a high-class vaudeville éntertainment, and moving pictures. 


The Grocers’ Association expended much money preparing 
for the exposition. The booths were decorated by the exposi- 
tion’s officers in order to secure a harmony of color scheme and 
design.

This program is replete with advertisements and contains much 
reading matter of Baltimore industries.

Thus Maryland feeds the world, emptying generously her cornu- 
copia of gastronomic delights and raking in the valuable shekels 
of the exotic epicure.—BALTIMORE SUN.

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Short Weight Food Products. 
By Prof. E. F. Ladd, N. D. Agricultural College, Food Dept. 


i 
A certain class of manufacturers, jobbers and” wholesale 
houses have carried on a persistent warfare against the emnact- 
ment of laws which require that the net weight or measure of 
product be shown, and in nearly every instance where such 
opposition has been found it has come from those who are in a 
considerable measure defrauding the public in some way. Is it 
any wonder then that, having been forced, under the various 
Food Laws, to truthfully label their products as to composition 
and leave out many of the products which they formerly used as 
adulterants, they should now seek the right to continue to de- 
fraud the public by short weight and short measure? 
It is interesting to note what the superintendent of weights 
and measures for the State of New York says among other 
things in his first annual report : 


‘‘Shortage in weights and measures is due to three causes— 
inherent dishonesty, acquired dishonesty, and negligence or 
ignorance. 

‘*There are, unfortunately, in every community a few in- 
herently dishonest, and while they cannot be eliminated, they 
can be restricted and controlled by a vigorous, systematic and 
frequent inspection. 

‘‘The Federal Government is looking more toward quality 
than quantity. When revenue stamps are used upon liquor and 
on tobacco, the quantity or weight indicated upon the revenue 
stamp is rarely present. Bottles purporting to be a certain 
capacity vary as much as 20% from their supposed value. 

‘“Tobacco is put up in packages probably not 15% of which 
is full weight. 

‘“Thousands of balances and scales are in use today which 
are wrongly constructed, and even purposely designed to de- 
fraud the public. 


“Cloth of domestic make sold by the yard wide now rarely 
measures over 34 or 35 inches in width. 


‘*The use of liquid instead of dry measures is very preva- 
lent, although there is a great difference in the capacity betweeh 
the two. 

‘‘Fruit and farm products are sold in containers of abso- 
lutely no definite measure. 

‘‘Quart and pint paper ice cream containers are in 90% of 
the cases at least 1234 % short. 

‘*Package, pail and can goods, as well as most packing- 
house products, rarely ever show the gross weight with the net 
weight as advertised, or at any rate understood by the average 


purchaser. 
‘*Print butter in over 50% of the cases varies from one to 


three ounces from the correct weight.’’ 

The foregoing are some citations that may be of interest to 
the people of North Dakota, where an attempt has been made, 
during the past years, to secure the enactment of a law requir- 
ing all products to show their true net weight or measure. 

After carefully studying the matter, the superintendent of 
weights and measures for New York, says that more stringent 
laws should be passed against short weighing and short measur- 
ing ; that explicit laws should be passed relative to the manner 
of sale of various commodities. 

Our own experience in this State slows that even today a 
large number of products are billed to the retailer as 3 lbs., 
5 lbs., or 50 lbs., when in reality this scarcely represents the 
gross weight ; and the consumer must pay for this shortage in 
weight, which is neither just nor fair. 

Lard pails supposed to contain 5 lbs., usually contain less 
than this amount, and yet they are billed at 5 lbs. net. 

Another means emploved to mislead the consumer is to give 
the weight of packages supposed to contain 5 lbs. in the num- 
ber of ounces, knowing that seldom will the consumer stop to

*to state ‘“Net weight 4 lbs. and 8 ozs., or 4 lbs. and 11 ozs.,’’ 

as is usually the case, the consumer would protest, but when 
they say ‘‘72 ozs.’’ the consumer seldom stops to calculate that 
this is eight ounces short of the full 80 ounces that should have 
been present. The Department maintains that this form of 
labeling is not in compliance with the spirit of che law ; that the 
label is designed to mislead, even though it gives the full 
information.

Some Labor Savers.

Four per cent.—Multiply by number of days, and divide by go. 
Five per cent.—Multiply by number of days, and divide by 72. 

Six per cent:—Multiply by number of days, and divide by 60. 
Seven per cent.—Multiply by number of days, and divide by 51.43. 
Eight per cent.—Multiply by number of days, and divide by 45. 
Nine per cent.—Multiply by number of days, and divide by 4o. 
Ten per cent.—Multiply by number of days, and divide by 36. 
Twelve per cent.—Multiply by number of days, and divide by 30. 
Fifteen per cent.—Multiply by number of days, and divide by 24.

Marshalltown, Ia.—One of the largest canning factories in 
Iowa will be built here within the next few months by the 
Western Grocer Co. Machinery has been ordered, to the ex- 
tent of $25,000 worth, and will be housed in a four-story build- 
ing. The plant will have a capacity of over 200,000 cases of 
canned goods annually, and will be operated the full twelve 
months. The company will can corn and tomatoes in season, 
and the rest of the year will be spent in putting up other pro- 
ducts, such as pumpkin, lima and navy beans. 


Canned Goods at North Pole. 


The frequent newspaper reports of alleged ptomaine poison- 
ing by canned goods is strongly resented by packers. They 
declare that these stories are all false, and they point to the fact 
that wherever these stories have been run down it has been dis- 


.covered that something else was the cause of the so-called 


poisoning. 

While it is possible to have ptomaines in canned goods, the 
chance is so remote that it amounts to practically nothiug. In 
no other way could the food products be so well preserved and 
sold at such low prices. In no other way would it be possible 
to secure so much food for so little money and invariably in the 
best of condition. 

It is also true that the inside of the can can be read from 
the outside. That is, no one need be deceived into buying a 
can of poor food of any sort. The outside of the can shows 
what has occurred inside. And buyers should examine their 
cans carefully before accepting them. If they are rusty or 
there is any swelling do not accept them. The effect will be to 
cause dealers to throw out these cans themselves. They will 
not offer them. 

It is quite true that unscrupulous dealers will offer poor 
cans if they can find buyers who will accept them at a low price. 
But in case buyers do take them it is not the fault of the goods, 
nor of the dealer who sells them. On the contrary any harm 
that may come from consumption of such goods is due wholly 
to the purchaser. If the purchaser wishes to take chances in 
this way it is certainly his fault if the injury to the canned pro- 
duct is communicated in some degree to the consumer. 

Canned goods were carried by both explorers to the North 
Pole and proved reliable on that, the most remarkable and 
probably the most trying trip ever made. This should be suffi- 
cient proof of their reliability and all criticism should cease.— 
Grocers’ CRITERION.

Mfrs. of ‘LABELS THAT SELL GOODS’ 
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Uncle Sam to Give World a Scrubbing. 


This old planet is just waking up to the fact that it is in need of a 
thorough scrubbing. And it’s getting it, too, thanks to the activities of 
the authorities charged with the administration of the pure-food law. 

If they want to sell things fur the American public to eat, they must 
produce and pack those things in clean, decent and sanitary places, with 
process and appliances that can be approved by the rather punctilious 
authorities of Uncle Sam. And the first thing the finicky old gentleman 
is insisting upon is a good scrubbing. 

About half the bathing in the world is said to be done by the American 
people. It would seem that about three-quarters of the sweeping, dusting 
and housecleaning are also confined to this country, if the reports of the 
food investigations abroad are reliable. Reports of the big cleaning-up 
operations that are going on all over the Levant indicate that the American 
pure-food law is in a fair way to bea greater blessing to other countries 
than it will be here. 


The East knows about as much of modern sanitation as the Eskimos 
know about the religious predilections of the Martians. But the East 
raises dates, figs, olives, sugar, olive oil, rice and an endless list of things 
that it wants to sell to the United States. A vast quantity of them has 
been shown to be utterly unfit; and in order to save their trans-Atlantic 
market the manufacturers and packers of the East are suddenly taking a 
most animated interest in these curious notions about washing the hands, 
scrubbing the floors, ventilating factories and all such peevish eccentrici- 
ties of the Occident. 


WILL BENEFIT OTHER PEOPLE. 


So it comes about that not only Americans are in the way of getting 
clean and healthful foods from the East, but that other people who patron- 
ize that picturesquely indecent region will enjpy the blessing. The packer 
of figs in Smyrna can’t very well differentiate; he can’t put up his figs in 
decent shape for the American market without doing it tor the rest of his 
trade. Consegeuntly, with some muttered invocation of Allah’s curse 
upon these annoying barbarians of the West, he is buying Old Scotch 
Cleanser, getting introduced to the Gold Bust Twins, and calling in the 
plumber. He is contemplating the desirability of installing modern sewer- 
age systems in his cities, and biinging his water through modern water- 
work systems. Without any intention to do anything so heterodox, our 
Oriental friends are going to catch and immunize a lot of the germs of 


cholera, typhoid and other disorders that have enjoyed{prodigious popu- 
larity in the East. 

And all because Uncle Sam got to looking at his imports from the East 
through a magnifying glass. 


WOULD DESTROY APPETITES. 


He found out so many things about them that if they should all be 
writ down the appetite for figs and dates and Java sugar and preserved 
fruits and such things would be ruined for everybody who should read the 
list. The pure-food authorities are just getting fairly into action in this 
department of their work. Aside from the worry they are causing to 
merchants and manufacturers of the East, they are making business very 
active for American Consular agents in those regions. Not having the 
money to send their own experts to investigate conditions, the Agricultural 
Department executives called upon the State Department for assistance in 
discovering the truth about these industrial conditions. The Consuls have 
been set at work to make reports on factory conditions and the like in 
detail, The matter has already gone so far as a general instruction, in 
some regions, to report the names of firms, corporations or individual 
shippers whose goods are to be accepted as safe.
